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THAT HUGGIXS ALARM 


Within the past few days an attempt has been made to stir up dis- 


sension in the Republican party of Ohio by creating 
prejudice 
against 


congressmen in \-arious districts because of their vote for the tariff bill 
enacted at the extraordinary session of congress. 
On the tariff ques- 


tion, as on other questions of moment, there is a wide difference of op- 
inion controlled largely by local influences. It is a subject on which hon- 
est men may differ widely. One may feel that one schedule is too low. 
So it goes- There never will be a tariff bill that exactly fits itself 
to 


every condition. Such bills are framed in the interest of the country as 
a whole and not with special reference to particular communities or in- 
terests. 


Feeling aggrieved over the treatment of a particular schedule of the 


tariff bill, certain Columbus interests, always allied with the Democratic 
party except when they want something for themselves and think they 
can get it easier froza the Republican party, hired an attorney. Mr. E. X. 
Hnggins, if Columbus, to start an insurrection. Their chief complaint is 
against Hon. B- L- Taylor, Jr., congressman from the Twelftb,or Colum- 
bus district- Their quarrel with him is local in character. He does not 
bow the knee to the Democratic interests seeking to control the Republi- 
can party in this section. He refuses to depart from the principles of 
his party with regard to the protection of American industries and join 
a free trade propaganda.

a bill which did not suit them whenit came from the senate. 


The unfortunate thing connected with this assault on Republican 


congressmen is the untimeliness of it. 
The attack came when Governor 


Harmon was assailing Republicans generally beacuse of disclosures in the 
treasurer's office concerning things that the Republican party had al- 
ready corrected. It came when the public mind was excited, 
it came 


when the people were in a humor to listen to traducers. It came, not as 
an attack on the congressmen alone, but an attack on President Taft. 
The president asked many-things of congress while the tariff bill was 
being discussed. He got some of the things he asked and failed to get 
others. 
The tariff bill is not just what he wanted it to be- 
No tariff 


bill has ever pleased the executive in its entirety. 
But it was the best 


he could get and he has defended it as the best possible under the cir- 
cumstances. 


Free traders are not pleased with any tariff bill. They will never be 


satisfied till the country is on a Democratic free trade basis. 
No one 


objects to this feeling on their part- They have as much right to their 
opinion as other citizens have. But the fault lies in the fact That they 
masquerade as Republicans while putting out their free trade doctrine- 
They must know that President Taft is to be a candidate for a second 
term. They must see that Governor Harmon is to be his opponent. Ev- 
ery stain they can put on the Taft escutcheon is an aid to Harmon's am 
bition to be president.
